JUMP TO IT 

Hurdler Serita Solomon reveals her hopes and 
aspirations ahead of this summer’s Olympic 
Games in Rio de Janeiro

A t the time of writing, Bromley- 
born Serita Solomon was 
waiting to hear whether or not 
she will be representing GB at 
this summer’s Olympics. The 26-year- 
old, who began the athletics season 
training at the Crystal Palace National 
Sports Centre before relocating to 
Catford, says making the team would be 
‘the realisation of a lifelong ambition’. 

‘My preparations for the Games have 
been going well and I’ve got everything 
crossed for inclusion in the team,’ smiles 
Solomon, who still lives in south east 
London. ‘My target, if I was to be 
selected for Rio, would be to make the 
final of my event because anything is 
possible if you make it to a final.’ 

Solomon got into athletics when she 
was eight and, by the age of 12, was 
competing in relay races at county level. 
‘Myself and a few other girls in the relay 
team decided that, one day, we were going 
to compete at the Olympics,’ she laughs. ‘It 
seemed like a throw away comment at the 
time, but we kept getting better and better. 


One of my teammates was Emily Godley, 
who is now a weightlifter and competed at 
the Commonwealth Games, so both of us 
have the possibility of making that Olympic 
dream come true this summer.’ 

The highlight of Solomon’s career to 
date came last year when she landed a

bronze medal at the European Athletics 
Indoor Championships in Prague, while a 
year earlier she gained her first 
international selection for England at the 
2014 Commonwealth Games in Glasgow. 
Her achievements in the 110m hurdles are 
impressive, especially given the fact the 
event wasn’t the focus of her athletic 
training and competing growing up. 

‘When I was in school, I got thrown 
into doing the hurdles as cover for team 
events and I just happened to be good at 
it,’ she says rather modestly. ‘I was a 
sprinter prior to the hurdles doing the 
100m, 200m and 4x100m events as well 
as the long jump and high jump.’ 

Having missed out on London 2012, 
Rio would be Solomon’s first Olympic 


Games if selected. Such an opportunity 
would be deserving for an athlete that is 
full of gratitude for the opportunities she 
has had in sport. 

‘My family were very supportive, 
both emotionally and financially in 
terms of making my dream of an 
athletics career happen,’ adds Solomon. 
‘I also have to mention Sports Aid 
(sportsaid.org.uk) who always back me 
with bursaries. I think I was about 15 
when I got my first bursary from them 
and my final one came at 21.’ From 
Crystal Palace to Rio, Serita Solomon is 
a star in the making.

With the future of Crystal Palace 
National Sports Centre in doubt a 
number of athletes such as Serita 
Solomon, Christine Ohuruogu, 
Conrad Williams and diver Georgia 
Ward have moved their training 
away from SE19 in the run-up to the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 
However, there are a number of 
other individuals based there who 
we can expect to see performing in 
Rio this summer. 

Weightlifter Mercy Brown trains at 
the Centre, with the 20-year-old 
hoping to land Great Britain's sole 
qualification spot for women's 
weightlifting at the Olympics. 
Forrester Osei, who also trains at 
Crystal Palace, is set to compete for 
Ghana at the Games. Already 
guaranteed of her place in Rio is 
swimmer Susie Rodgers. The 32-year- 
old Paralympian, who is based at 
the Centre, won three bronze 
medals at London 2012. She won 
five gold medals at the European 
Championships earlier this year.

JENNY ECLAIR 

The south east London comedian on preserving our relics, and it’s 
nothing to do with her fellow Grumpy Old Women tour party 


W hilst on the tour recently, we Grumpies 
were playing in Birmingham and were 
treated to a night at the super swish, 
very shiny Hyatt Hotel, one of those 
international gaffs that offer pastrami and gherkins 
on the serve yourself breakfast buffet bar (excellent). 

My room was on the 17th floor and on getting 
out of the lift, hundreds of feet above the ground, 

I queasily (might have been the gherkins) looked 
out of a huge window over the city. 

Birmingham looked like it was recovering from a 
war; huge swathes of buildings are still in the process 
of being demolished, whilst in the 
middle of the wreckage stand the 
best of the old and the brand 
spanking new. It’s a wonderful 
mix and just goes to show how 
regeneration can work, especially 
when viewed from a distance. 

One of the most glorious new 
builds that I could spot was the 
grandly titled ‘Library of 
Birmingham’, an elaborate 
‘spirograph’ edifice featuring 
coloured glass and touches of 
gold, a worthy 2014 Stirling 
Prize nominee. 

Intrigued, I took the lift back 
down to the ground floor and 
popped over the road for a close 
up nosey. The building only 
opened three years ago, but at 
10am on a Friday morning, 
it was shut. 

Because of a shortfall in 
council funding, the library has 
reduced its weekly opening 


hours from 73 to 40 and is consequently closed all 
day, every Sunday. What a tragic waste of an 
iconic building. 

Fingers crossed the same fate doesn’t befall the 
new council funded state-of-the-art Fusion Fitness 
Centre up at the Elephant. Named ‘The Castle’ this is 
a groovy new public space, with sports hall, gym, spa 
facilities, spin studio and two gorgeous new pools. At 
the moment everything is pristine, the photos are 
stunning and long may that continue. 

Because, let’s face it, most things are built with 
good intentions, but maintenance is key and, if 

public spaces aren’t maintained, 
they fall into disrepair and the 
next thing you know the 
bulldozers are back. 

Years ago there was a lido on 
Peckham Rye, a proper 
Olympic-sized outdoor 
swimming pool that was 
neglected to death until in 1987, 
which was finally closed and 
filled in, the bones of the baths 
now lie buried under the grass. 

But possibly not for much 
longer as there are plans afoot to 
dig her up, add an open-air 
cinema, a restaurant and a gym. 
It’s all terribly exciting and if it 
happens it would be great, but 
only if we can afford to look after 
her. To bastardise an Oscar Wilde 
quote, ‘Losing a pool or a library 
once is unfortunate, twice is 
carelessness’. We’ve got to learn 
to look after the things we’ve got 
before it’s too late.

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F rom the outside, Greenwich Theatre 
looks very quiet this summer. However, 
despite the major summer productions, 
the outdoor shows, the education 
projects and the summer festival events that 
we have worked on over the past ten years, 
this is probably our most important summer 
since the theatre reopened in 1999. 

When I took over as director in 2007, 
Greenwich Theatre was struggling with severe 
debts and it was affecting the work on stage. 
Over the subsequent years, with a very small 
but incredibly dedicated team, we have been 
able to first control and then reduce those 
debts, year on year, making the company far 
more robust than it has been for a long time. 
Alongside that, we have progressively reduced 
our reliance on grants to support the work that 
we do. In 2007, 60% of our income came from 
a range of grants. Following a series of 
reductions, this year that number has dropped 
to just 10%, and we have achieved that whilst 
increasing our artistic reputation, the number of 
shows that we present, and the number of 
people coming to see our work. 

As a result of our success, we are now able 
to announce that Royal Greenwich has 
agreed an investment of £400,000 into a 
package of building repairs. Parts of this 
building date back to the second half of the 
19th century, so maintaining it can be a major 
challenge. With the support of the local 
authority we are now able to make important 
roof repairs, to rewire much of the building, 
and to start the long process of improving front 
of house and backstage. When audiences 
come back in September many of the

improvements will be invisible, but one 
important advance will be the launch of a 
studio theatre. This starts life in September as a 
pop-up space, providing a venue to premiere 
the new play Under My Thumb, but over time it 
will gradually develop into a fully programmed 
and equipped second space. 

Whilst this is just the start of a much longer 
building improvement programme, it sees us 
well underway. Over the coming months we 
will be launching a large scale fundraising 
campaign to support the rest of the work, 
relaunching the theatre Friends Scheme as a 
way for people to get involved and see more 
of what we do, and of course, continuing to 
bring the very best theatre to Greenwich for 
our audiences to enjoy. 

This week it was announced that we have 
been shortlisted for The Wharf Innovation In 
Business Awards. As a team, the recognition of 
our business achievements by funders, the 
media and our audiences probably represents 
the achievement of which we are most proud. 
We have transferred shows to New York, 

Madrid and Adelaide, have toured the UK and 
taken shows to most of the major festivals, 
have supported companies in transferring to 
the West End and won a range of awards, but 
most importantly, by stabilising the business, 
increasing audiences and providing a home 
for some of this country's finest productions, we 
have secured the future of Greenwich Theatre.

O n 3 September, The Proms 
will be stepping out of its 
comfort zone of the Royal 
Albert Hall and setting up 
camp at the Bold Tendencies multi¬ 
storey car park in Peckham.

SV MADELEINE HOWELL 

Steve Reich’s major work, Music for a 
Large Ensemble , along with shifting 
patterns from his octet, Eight Lines , is 
part of a movement that has seen 
performances in different types of 
spaces enhance the experience and 
attract new audiences. 

‘We’re thrilled to be performing some 
beautiful works for the Proms,’ says 
composer, pianist and Multi-Story 
Orchestra co-founder Kate Whitley. 

‘We have really big audiences at the car 
park, with hundreds of people crowding 
around. It makes for an electric 


atmosphere. The warm responses from 
the crowd can make the space feel really 
intimate, and the front row is so close to 
the orchestra.’ At the end of August, 
Whitley herself will once again be 
performing again in Bartok’s Sonata for 
Two Pianos with pianist Richard Uttley. 

As part of the same series, the 
stunning Old Chapel of the Royal Naval 
College in Greenwich will also host the 
BBC singers on 6 August. David Hill 
will present the religious musical works 
of Rossini starring soprano Elizabeth 
Watts, which according to the BBC will 
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evoke ‘joy tinged with grief and 
anxiety, amid vocal writing of purity 
and pungency’. 

Of the same ilk, and also in an 
industrial setting, is the Rooftop Film 
Club outdoor cinema at the CLF Art 
Cafe (in the Bussey Building), which is 
not to be missed. The line-up of 
screenings is eclectic, with films ranging 
from Spice World (already sold out at the 
time of writing) to Top Gun and Amelie , 
as well as more recent releases - along 
with panoramic views of the city and a 
starlit sky. Ensconced in comfy director’s 
chairs with cosy blankets and food and 
drink by Italian pop-up Forza Win, you 
won’t want to go home when the 
credits roll. 

Then, of course, there’s the 
programme at the Royal Museums 
Greenwich, or lazy jazz Sundays and 
imaginative adventures 
for children and adults 
alike at Eltham Palace. 

This summer, there’s 
something for 
everyone at the Royal 
Maritime Museum, the 
Queen’s House, Cutty 
Sark, and the Royal Observatory. Again 
for cinephiles, there’s the Nomad Open- 
Air Cinema on the picturesque lawns of 
the Queen’s House with performances 


from the choir-in-residence, The Oriana 
Choir. You can take your pick between 
Orlando starring Tilda Swinton on 
11 August, or Kirsten Dunst in Marie 
Antoinette the next 
day - both films that 
fit well against the 
setting of the 
historical, decadent 
Queen’s House. 

If sci-fi is more 
your thing, the Silver 
Screen Sci-Fi series at the Planetarium of 
the Royal Observatory has a truly stellar 
selection of cult classics showing, each 
followed by a short talk from one of 


their astronomers on the science behind 
the fiction. Don’t miss Galaxy Quest 
(1999) starring Tim Allen and the late 
Alan Rickman on 20 August. While 
you’re there, don’t miss the final 
opportunity to take in the Insight 
Astronomy Photographer of the Year 
2015 exhibition and catch the visionary 
Above & Beyond flight exhibition in 
association with Boeing and NASA. 

For Public Programmes Producer 
Katherine McAlpine, the International 
Slavery Remembrance Day on 23 August 
at the Royal Maritime Museum is a 
stand-out event. Featuring live music 
from the Ethno Vox choir, it’s an

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exploration of the cultural legacies of the 
transatlantic slave trade, which is 
inextricable with maritime history. 

‘It’s a UNESCO designated day to 
remember lives lost,’ McAlpine says. 

‘We mark it with talks, gallery tours and 
walking tours looking at the heritage of 
Greenwich. It’s for both adults and 
families - it’s important for the black 
community in Greenwich, but it’s part of 
everyone’s history. We’ve even a created 
a character called John Simmons, a black 
sailor, part of Nelson’s navy, whose 
mother was an enslaved woman to bring 
the history to life in an interactive, 
family friendly way. Music is a really 
powerful tool - people can look on from 
above and it attracts people from all 
comers of the museum. We try and take 


up as much of the building as we 
possibly can because it’s a really 
important day.’ 

Over at the Cutty Sark, McAlpine is 
particularly excited about the Pirate 
Takeover weekend from 6-7 August. 

‘The Cutty Sark wasn’t a pirate ship,’ 
she points out, ‘but for this one weekend 
only they’re taking over - so you can 
meet pirates on board and hunt for 
treasure. We’ll be creating a shanty town 
within the grounds and families can help 
to build, and the pirate tea party will be a 
really fun event.’ 

From pirates to the Proms via 
planetary adventures, it’s time to make 
the most of south east London’s unique 
venues - and with an itinerary like this, 
we’re spoilt for choice.

From a Grade I-listedgarden wall to an iconic 
view, the owner of one of Greenwich's most 
historic properties takes us behind the scenes

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H aving direct access to the 
oldest of London’s Royal 
Parks is an amazing and 
unique privilege, with only 
three other adjoining houses that enjoy 
this access. As part of our licence we 
have to abide by park rules, which 
exclude after hours access, but to have a 
183 acre ‘backyard’ maintained by the 
Royal Parks is one of the greatest treats 
of living here for so many years. 

We have had many summer parties 
spreading out into the park and, when it 
has snowed in winter, we’ve had great 
sledging parties. On a day to day basis it 
is a joy to step out of our gate for a walk 
or a run, or just to go shopping in 
Greenwich or Blackheath. 

The garden wall dividing us from the 
park is part of the original 1660s 
Jacobean enclosure. Our garden housed 
some of the outbuildings for the 
children’s hospital, built in 1809 for the 
Old Royal Naval Hospital seamen’s 
children. The house originally formed 
the southern end of this hospital, or 
‘asylum’ as it is referred to on the 
original plans. The block was later 


We were excited about 
the project to salvage a 
house on the edge of 
Greenwich Park 

divided into individual dwellings as 
officers’ quarters, which then included 
the adjoining house at No. 40, added in 
Victorian times. The MOD and Crown 
Estate began to sell off the dwellings 
privately from the 1970s. 


Just before No. 38 came onto the 
market, my husband Peter was living in 
a flat on the first floor of No. 36 Maze 
Hill. No. 38 was let out and had been 
badly neglected so was in need of major 
renovation, but we were excited about 
the project to salvage such a unique 
house with a garden on the edge of 
Greenwich Park. Despite the state of 
disrepair we had always hankered after it 
and were delighted when it came to the 
market. The sale took place by blind bid, 
which after an initial hiccup we secured, 
selling the first floor flat at No. 36 to our >

ground floor neighbours, but taking what 
is now our street side bedroom to form 
part of the new house. 

Our first action on buying the house 
was to find a suitable architect. We 
appointed Bob Hayes and Jon Broome of 
Architype, who have since gone on to be 
world leaders in sustainable architecture 
and building design. They drew up the 
plans and oversaw all the works, helping 
us secure a grant from English Heritage 
to contribute to renovating the Grade II 
listed house in a way that was sensitive 
to its Georgian military heritage, but 
worked as a modem living space for us. 
English Heritage were very strict and 
particular while being supportive. We 
had to eradicate dry rot and extensive 
damp proofing was introduced, new 
drains and later, again with the help of 
English Heritage, a new roof put on the 
whole building using slates acquired 
from Buckingham Palace! 

Apart from the spiral stone staircase, 
the building was more or less gutted and 
restructured, the whole exercise taking 
about 18 months including the planning 
applications and grants. We elevated the 
kitchen floor to be level with the garden 
and installed French doors, thereby 
creating a very useful under floor storage 
area. Downstairs we converted a 
cupboard into a wet room with separate 
loo, with further storage and boiler space 
above. Architype raised part of the hall 
wall and installed a round window to 
bring in more light. The original York 
Stone in the hall was used to pave the 


garden after we removed the outhouses 
and ‘lean-to’s and replaced them with 
black and white marble tiles. 

We also painstakingly spent several 
weekends removing the gloss paint on 
the cantilevered original stone staircase 
ourselves with Nitromors and wire 
bmshes! We are very proud that the 
staircase is not only mentioned in 
Pevsner’s book on the South East, but 
also features in other books on the 
history of Greenwich. 

When we first bought the house there 
were four bedrooms on the first floor 
formed only from what is now our sitting 
room and master bedroom; the previous 
tenants with three children having had a 
downstairs living room next to a kitchen. 
We removed their partition walls, 
reinstated and upgraded the fireplace and 
made a huge lounge with four windows, 


two on each side of the house, to make 
the most of the morning sun on one side 
and the evening sunsets and views across 
the park on the other. The master 
bedroom overlooking the park was 
reconfigured and the front bedroom was 
created from what had been the kitchen 
and bathroom in the flat at No. 36. 

Overall our intention has been to 
create a home that is light and airy in 
summer, and warm and cosy in winter, 
while respecting and appreciating the 
history of the house and its special 
location. We have a lot of friends and 
family and the house has been a 
wonderful space for entertaining and the 
venue for many happy parties.

the DREAM 

Dulwich resident and award-winning 
interior designer Matteo Bianchi on why his 
new studio in Beckham fits the hill perfectly

M atteo Bianchi’s Peckham 

studio on Brayards Lane is a 
fresh, modem working 
space, which he describes as 
the ‘perfect place to be’. According to 
Bianchi, who moved from Dalston to 
Dulwich five years ago, the area is 
changing fast. ‘We’ve found ourselves in 
the right place at the right time,’ he smiles. 

Despite completing projects 
internationally and across London, from 
Clerkenwell to Chelsea, he’s happiest in 
south east London. ‘I’m really proud to 
be in this area and I want this part of 
London to have what it deserves, design- 
wise,’ he says. ‘I’d love to design 
something iconic locally one day, a 
restaurant or an office perhaps.’ 

Bianchi is not afraid to work on both 
residential and commercial projects, and 
suggests that the boundaries between the 
two spheres are blurring. ‘The two 
worlds are getting closer and closer,’ he 
says. ‘Restaurants are cosier now, and are 
often made to feel like a family kitchen. 
Likewise, whether you’re designing a 
house for a family, a couple or a single 
person, you might think about evoking a 
boutique hotel. There’s a crossover.’ 

For the millennial generation, whose 
work/life boundaries are becoming less 
and less distinct, Bianchi’s office spaces 
are something to aspire to. One of his 
commercial projects, an independent 
estate agency, was awarded the 2015 UK 
Best Office Interior at the International 
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His lighting designs, in 
particular, catch the eye 


Property Awards, and the canvas of cool 
greys and concrete with sheepskin stools 
against an added punch of natural 
greenery is full of personality 

Bianchi himself grew up in Venice, 
and was drawn to London to work in 
advertising. He soon enrolled at the 
Chelsea College of Art and Design, and 
never looked back. Nowadays, with 
awards and a distinctive style under his 
belt, he is honoured to return as a guest 
lecturer. Given his signature bold, stylish 
look, the success of the studio isn’t 
surprising. ‘In everything we do, we try 
to be chic and refined,’ he explains. ‘It’s 
not too over-the-top, but it’s also 
original. There’s always some quirkiness 
and playfulness, something that you 
wouldn’t expect, but it’s also serene. It’s 
an extreme mix, but it’s what I like and 
it’s why we stand out.’ 


At the same time, Bianchi is ‘old 
fashioned’ and draws everything by hand 
at the table first. His own Baffo (that’s 
whisker in Italian) pendant lighting hangs 
overhead and a couple of his own ‘muffin 
pouffes’ are also scattered around - 
playful, luxurious seats with hidden 
storage that have caused quite a stir in the 
design world. ‘This is my dream studio,’ 
he smiles. ‘During the day we can get the 
most out of the light, and the front 
window showcases our own products. It’s 
the equivalent of a chef opening a 
restaurant - it’s the ultimate expression of 
your own design philosophy.’ 

His Acorn lights, like the Baffo 
pendants, are unusual yet functional. 

‘It’s made of concrete and glass, which 
contrast together to create a solid, 
elegant appearance inspired by the 
shape of acorns.’ 


Bianchi’s own home in nearby 
Dulwich Gardens bears the 
unmistakeable hallmarks of his other 
projects. ‘I had a brief from my wife,’ he 
laughs. ‘I treated it as a project in itself. 

It was a dated, two bedroom garden flat. 
The only thing we kept was the original 
Victorian fireplace, which we set against 
Venetian stucco.’ Bianchi is not afraid of 
dark colours, and even in his garden, he 
opted for charcoal-coloured decking set 
against lush leafy green plants and pillar¬ 
box red garden chairs. 

For Bianchi, it’s also of crucial 
importance to get children’s bedrooms 
right. ‘We were lucky enough to have a 
baby and we wanted the nursery to 
have personality. Surroundings at home 
are important - my son is always 
looking around at the wallpaper. The 
feature wall is a chalk board, so as he 
gets older he can draw on it. ’ As Matteo 
Bianchi Studio grows, too, we predict 
exciting times ahead.

GUY AWFORD 

The barbeque season is upon us - weather permitting - and 
here's a tantalizingly tasty way to make the most of it 



Slow cook the ribs in 
advance and press under a 
light weight overnight; the 
even thickness will make it

S moked beef short ribs are the 
ultimate barbeque treat and 
luckily for us they are available in 
Greenwich from Drings Butchers. 
The ribs are cut from 14-day aged 
beef, and they are lightly cured 
in a herb & spice brine to 
intensify the flavour and 
hydrate the meat. The ribs 
are then cold smoked for 
12 hours over apple and 
beech wood, and then air- 
dried overnight. 

The smoked ribs now 
need to be cooked long and 
slow; this breaks down the 
collagens into gelatin, creating meltingly 
tender meat. Scatter the aromatics into a 
large oven tray and then place the ribs on 
top in a single layer. Pour in enough ale 
to come half way up the sides of the ribs. 
Cover tightly with foil and cook at 150C 


for three hours. Remove from the oven 
and leave the ribs to cool in the liquid. 

At this stage you should refrigerate the 
ribs if you’re not going to barbeque them 
immediately. Pass the cooking liquor 
through a sieve and reduce until it 
reaches a glaze. Stir in a tablespoon of 
honey and a teaspoon of mustard. 

When the barbeque is ready brush the 
ribs with the glaze and grill, turning 
frequently, until golden brown. The ribs 
are now ready. They have been aged, 
cured, smoked, air dried, slow cooked 
and charcoal grilled. It’s admittedly a 
long process, but when you tuck into 
these moist, smoky, sticky and incredibly 
satisfying bad boys, you’ll be so pleased 
you (and Drings) made such an effort. 


BBQ SMOKED BEEF SHORT RIB, 

SUMMER SLAW, CHIPOTLE RELISH 


• Serves: 4 

• Preparation time: approximately 1 hour 

• Cooking time: approximately 3h 30m 

4 smoked beef short rib - about 500g each 
About 2 pints of ale 

Aromatics - 2 bay leaf, large sprigs of thyme, 
pinch fennel seeds, pinch cumin seeds 


Chipotle relish 

250g ripe tomatoes - chopped 

1 clove garlic - smashed 
h inch ginger - grated 

2 red chilies - diced & seeds removed 
150g caster sugar 

2 chopped chipotle chilies 
50ml red wine vinegar 


1 Cook the ribs as outlined left. 

2 Place all the relish ingredients in a heavy- 
based saucepan. Bring to the boil, reduce 
to a simmer and cook for about 30 
minutes. The mixture should have turned 
dark and sticky. It makes more than you'll 
need, so store the rest in sterilised jars. 

3 To make a fresh summer slaw place 
some finely sliced cabbage, grated 
carrot, pomegranate, lemon zest, mint 
and coriander in a large bowl. Dress with 
a light olive oil and a few squeezes of 
lemon juice and then season. Toss 
together and taste.

C hatting to a colleague

My main event, though, 
was to come. The pork belly 
was an eye-catcher on the plate, and cooked 
to perfection: the outer crackling offering a 
satisfying cmnch, but not solid enough to 
prevent me cutting into the tender pork. 
Served with all the trimmings, it was a feast 
for a king. The herb gnocchi on the other 
side proved a lighter affair, but was no less 
tasty, and meant there was room to indulge 
in a wonderful sticky toffee pudding and ice 
cream to finish, whereas I could only handle 
the much lighter strawberry Eton mess. 

The ‘gastro pub’ is an ovemsed term in 
this day and age, and not a very welcome one 
at that, but how do you define a proper 
boozer that serves up quality foodie fare?

Discover Kyushu in south west Japan, an area known for 
its great natural beauty, healing hot springs and great food

A trip to Japan usually means the 
bright lights of the sprawling 
Tokyo metropolis, where Bill 
Murray and Scarlett Johansson 
gave in to the joy of karaoke in Lost in 
Translation. Or it’s the serene, cherry 
blossom-framed streets of Kyoto a la 
Memoirs of a Geisha. But what about the 
Japan of The Last Samurai ? All rolling 
hills and heritage? Find it in Kyushu, the 
most south westerly of Japan’s four main 
islands, and a region that would have 
meant a domestic flight from Osaka or 
Tokyo. But now you can fly to Fukuoka 
via Helsinki with Finnair, who will even 
arrange a Stopover package, where you 
can spend up to five days in Finland at 
no additional cost to your return flight. 

Fukuoka, Japan’s sixth largest city, is 
Europe’s new gateway to Kyushu, an 
area known for its natural beauty with 
active volcanic peaks, lush rolling hills 
and near-tropical coastlines (Tom Cruise 
dressed as a samurai, sadly, does not 
come as standard). Active volcanoes 


mean there are a vast number of onsens 
(hot springs for bathing) and ‘hells’ - 
geothermal pools in steamy hues of 
bright blue or fiery red according to their 
mineral content (more on those later). 

On landing at Fukuoka, a great drop- 
and-sleep hotel, just a 20-minute drive from 
Fukuoka Airport or 10 minutes by train to 
Hakata Station, is the 
Nishitetsu Hotel Croom. 

It’s nothing fancy, a bit 
like a Premier Inn, but 
the decor is cool and 
contemporary and it has 
a great Japanese 
restaurant. If you’re 
staying a little longer in this area, check 
into Hotel Nikko Fukuoka, a beautiful five- 
star hotel where Madonna and the Japanese 
president have stayed. Opt for a Japanese- 
style room to bolster your ‘authentic’ 
experience, and choose from excellent 
restaurants such as Kawasho, known for 
great sushi, Icho teppanyaki and Les 
Celebrites for fine-dining. 


There are temples, shrines, pagodas 
and parks to discover in central Fukuoka, 
so do spend some time ambling about. 
There’s also the JR Hakata City Amu 
Plaza shopping centre with restaurants, 
food shops and deli counters galore. 

Japanese shopping centres are 
something else, but you may find your 
time better spent 
exploring Dazaifii, a 
small city about a 
30-minute drive from 
central Fukuoka. 
Dazaifii was 
established in the late 
7th century and served 
as the administrative centre of Kyushu 
for over 500 years, which means the 
main attraction, Tenmangu Shrine, is 
rather inspiring. It’s reached via a 
traditional red-post wooden bridge over a 
heart-shaped pond, where turtles bask on 
rocks and koi carp feed in a frenzy. If 
you’re lucky, you might catch a glimpse 
of a Japanese wedding with a

that of its American counterpart. All this 
hot water makes for the perfect wellness 
break. The Japanese are known for their 
healthy diet and longevity, so why not 
take a leaf out of their book? Before 
dining on fresh sushi and local beef 
(Bungo), discover Beppu’s ‘sand baths’. 
Here, you are buried in a pit of warm 
volcanic sand (the more sand they pile 
on, the hotter it gets), and there you lay 
for 15-20 minutes while any aches and 
pains are soothed away. Head for Beppu 
Beach Sand Bath on Shoningahama 
beach, where the gentle sea spray helps 
you keep your cool. 

The area is hugely popular with 
domestic tourists, who flock to Suginoi 
Hotel, a sprawling hilltop spa resort with 
spectacular views from the rooftop 
onsen and Aqua Garden, which hosts a 
light show every evening. It’s an 
impressive hotel, with a rooftop bar and 
stylish Japanese restaurant, but it has 
some baffling elements - to access the 
lovely, relaxing spa area, you have to 
traipse across the underbelly of the 
hotel, through a supermarket and a 
startlingly loud amusement arcade. 
There’s also an international buffet 
restaurant that’s not unlike the Its a 
Small World attraction at Disney. And 
therein, I guess, lies the beauty of Japan. 
It’s all exotic beauty and tranquility one 
minute; the next it’s all Harajuku Girls

traditionally dressed bride and groom. 
The shrine is preceeded by a boulevard 
of boutiques, where you can pick up 
everything from the usual tourist tat to 
some lovely Japanese ceramics and 
textiles. After your visit, enjoy a kaiseki 
(multi-course) lunch at Kokoan, an old- 
style wooden Japanese property with 
tatami mats, sliding paper doors and a 
beautiful garden, just off the shopping 
boulevard (ask your guide to book). 

One of Kyushu’s most famous area’s 
is Beppu in Oita Prefecture, known for 
its hot springs, which regularly draw 
comparisons to Yellowstone Park. It’s a 
steamy place. With some 2,900 hot 
spring vents, the volume of water 
discharged is second only in the world to

There are plenty of ways to help 
children to enjoy their summer 
holidays, whilst keeping their 
education ticking over

A s the summer holidays fast 
approach families are 
collectively holding their 
breath, waiting for that 
moment when the final bell goes and 
students are free to relax for two long 
months before the start of a new school 
year. However, whilst relaxation and 
recuperation are essential to ensure 
children have the chance to recharge, 
spend time outside and build up their 
energy levels ahead of a brand new year 
in September, ‘switching off’ for long 
periods of time is not actually that 
helpful, especially in academic terms. 

The brain acts like a muscle - you 
need to use it or it will weaken! 

Repetition is a key learning technique, so 
educational activities should be viewed in 
the same way as tennis or swimming. No 
matter how hard you work on your 
swing, if you don’t do anything for six 
weeks it will take time to get back up to 
your best level. If you stop practising a 


sport you lose muscle strength and 
endurance and it’s the same for the brain. 
The learning process is the same, 
especially if your child struggles with 
certain concepts or learning techniques. 

The concept of Summer Learning 
Loss has been discussed for decades, but 
in a world where students are tested 
regularly and learning 
is fast-paced, this loss 
of learning is 
becoming more of an 
acute problem for 
school-aged children. 

A landmark research 
piece in the late 1990s 
revealed that not using academic skills 
over the summer actually set most 
students’ learning back by at least a 
month and, at worse, three months. The 
loss of learning was most pronounced 
in maths and reading, essential skills 
for those facing the challenging 11+ or 
13+ exams. 


However, this doesn’t mean that your 
child needs to be tied to their desk for 
the whole of the summer holidays or 
have lots of tutoring. Varied education 
activities will keep the brain ticking 
over and ensures the hard work spent 
during the school year building new 
skills is not lost. These activities don’t 
have to be boring either. The key is little 
and often and contextual learning 
ensures children can engage with the 
world around them whilst learning. New 
experiences are a vital part of your 
child’s learning process and the summer 
holidays give the perfect opportunity to 
expand his/her horizons and can have a 
deep impact on their learning and 
development when back at school. 
Taking your child to the theatre or a 
museum can bring a subject to life. 

We created our popular online 
‘Summer Fizz’ course, to respond to 
parents requests for ways to ignite 
children’s natural 
curiosity in the world 
around them and 
ensure that learning 
and skills development 
continues to take 
place. We’ve found 
that this project-based 
online approach encourages children to 
think beyond the curriculum and think 
about the relevance of their learning to 
everyday life.

In the wake ofBrexit, what will this mean to the independent sector in south 
east London and beyond ,? The Managing Director ofGabbitas speaks out

S o, a week after the momentous 
news of the EU referendum, the 
political landscape is in turmoil. 
As I write, Mr Johnson and Mr 
Gove appear to be re-enacting Macbeth, 
and the Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn is 
hanging on by a thread. By the time you 
read this, the political arena will probably 
look very different to the view of it today. 

What does all of this mean for 
independent schools, both prep and 
senior, day and boarding? The only clear 
reality in all of this is that such events 
and their impact are unclear. Sadly, 
uncertainty is the worst of both worlds. 

Against this, schools are quite rightly 
making bold statements that they are 
very much open for business from all 
corners of the globe. Schools are 
undoubtedly more enriched and better 
places for the diverse cultural and 
racial mix that makes up so many of 
our UK boarding and day schools, and 
their global nature can only enhance 
the pupils’ experiences. 


In London day schools, the situation 
remains just as unclear until the outcome 
of longer term decisions taken by banks 
and financial institutions is fully 
understood. Until clarity is achieved, the 
message from all independent schools is 
that they remain a welcoming and most 
appropriate place to educate your 
children. Lor overseas 
families, the weakness 
of sterling will make 
fees more affordable, 
and some families are 
asking schools to be 
able to pay fees in 
advance to take 
advantage of these favourable currency 
fluctuations. The most flexible and 
adaptable are welcoming these requests. 
Equally, schools are rightly urging 
families to continue to consider a British 
independent education where their 
children will be welcomed just as 
warmly and supported just as wholly as 
before the vote. 


There is no doubt that perceived 
uncertainty over visas is causing an 
issue. However, we need to challenge the 
myths of the immigration system. Tier 4 
is relatively straight forward. Either you 
have the documents (in which case the 
application succeeds) or you do not (in 
which case it fails). There is no cap on 
the number of 
students, and there is 
unlikely to be a 
significant short term 
change in visa 
requirements for EU 
citizens. If (when) visa 
reform does return to 
the political agenda, the organisations 
representing the education sector (HMC, 
IAPS, ISC) will be fighting to ensure 
that students will be able to follow a 
smooth path to study in the UK. 

Our schools have always been at the 
vanguard of globalising the experiences 
of their charges, and even more so now 
are aiming to continue to do this.

Three trade 

Akwasi Duodu of Sterling & Law reflects on 
the good, the bad and the ugly of Brexit 




T he big question on everyone's minds is: 
'What happens now that we have left 
the European Union?' After the initial 
shock of Brexit it's anyone's guess 
what the long term effects will be on house 
prices, interest rates, investments and pensions, 
and currency markets; not to mention jobs, the 
economy and a myriad of other important 
things. So what are good, the bad and the 
ugly of Brexit from an IFAs perspective? 

THE GOOD 

Investments and pensions: Whilst many analysts 
predicted an all mighty stock market crash if 
Brexit happened, the reality was somewhat 
different. The market wobbled a bit on day 
one of the announcement, but solidified and 
strengthened thereafter, and has risen by as 
much as 10% since 27 June. The main reason 
for this was that a lot of the uncertainty was 
over and the markets now knew where we 
stood to a certain extent. 

We certainly face choppy waters ahead as 
and when the full consequences of our leaving 
Europe are revealed. Charles Scholefield of 
Sterling & Law says: 'Those invested in 
managed funds should see promising returns 
as fund managers take advantage of price 
swings. Those invested in tracker funds, which 
simply follow market indices, should however 
brace themselves for a bumpy ride.' 


THE BAD 

The housing market: 'If you think the property 
market was flat before Brexit, you should see it 
now,' says one of my local Estate Agents. 'Prior 
to Brexit, we had the fallout from the Buy to Let 
tax changes, which dampened the demand 
for one and two bedroom flats. Now, everyone 
seems to be sitting on the fence waiting to see 
what will happen next now that we have left 
Europe.' This is of course understandable. 
Uncertainty frightens people. So how do we 
turn this into a positive? 

House prices in the UK are a good 
barometer to how well the economy 
is doing. If house prices are robust, 
the general interpretation is that 
things are pretty good 
economically, and this inspires 
confidence and, therefore, 
spending. And spending is good for 
the economy. The government's 
economists therefore have a 
vested interest in ensuring that 
house prices stay robust, especially 
in the long term. In the shorter term, 
however, there are certain to be a 
few wobbles, which represents a 
great opportunity for those looking 
to buy. Furthermore, noises about 
interest rates going down even 
further can only be good news. 


THE UGLY 

The pound: Predictably, the pound has taken 
a pounding post-Brexit. Anyone dealing 
internationally has already been affected as 
prices in the US and Europe would appear to 
have increased dramatically overnight. 

Holiday prices for example seem to have shot 
up, however, to steady demand, tour 
operators are compensating by artificially 
adjusting prices. Ironically, with the pound 
losing value, we may see an influx of visitors to 
the UK, which may not be such a popular 

phenomenon for those who voted out for 
anti-immigration reasons! Nonetheless, 
once things settle down, the pound 
should regain strength, though 
perhaps never to pre-Brexit highs. 

In the words of Paul Getty: 'Without 
the element of uncertainty, the 
greatest business triumph would be 
dull, routine and eminently 
unsatisfying.' Whether or not you 
subscribe to this is your decision. What 
is certain is that there has never been 
a better time to sit down with a 
financial adviser to plan ahead.
